Henry VIl’s chapel is a very fine 
structure, almost a church of its 
own, and. contains his magnificent 
tomb, where he lies at rest with his 
consort, Elizabeth of York. 

Nearby also We Queen Elizabeth 
with her half-sister, Queen Mary.

The life-like effigies of the earlier 
kings and queens, clad in the very 
clothes they wore, illustrate the cos. 
tumes of yest periods, 

With the burial of George IT at 


Windsor, however, the abbey ceased 


to be the mausoleum of British

{ts place as the scene of their cor- 
onation, The historle coronation 
chair, made by order of Edward IT 
and first used at the enthroning 
of his son, is In the chapel of Ed- 
ward the Confessor, where the 
shrine of this saint creates a re 
gious atmosphere.

Only One in Existence 

‘The £1,000 banknote Is the high- 
est dénomination regularly issued 
by the Bank .of England, but four 
with «a. faee-value of  £1,000,000 
were once struck, although none of 
them was ever cashed. One the 
bank retained, and it may be seen 
tn {ts Interesting note Ifhrary; an- 
other went to Samuel Rogers, the 
banker-poet, who put ft Ina gold 
frame; still another was given to 
Baron N, M. Rathsehild; and the 
fourth to George TY, 

Buta much grenter curtosity of the 
Bunk of England's note library ts 
a bank note for a penny, says ‘Cit 
Bits Magazine, As there ts only 
one In existence, there is no telling 
to what huigits tts sale vate would 
goar were If fo appear in the ase: 
tion room, but tt 1s very unlikely 
ever to sea the Halt of day again. 
It was printed amd fesned by aecl- 
dent in 1828, got Into efrenintion, 
nnd for many sours was a sotirce 
of annoyance to cashiers in making 
up thelr accounts. 

It ts sald that the bank, In des: 
peration, offered £5 for {ts return, 
but another story says that its hold- 
er browught ft to the bank and per- 
sttaded them to give ive pounds for 
this scrap of paper with the face- 
value of ane penny.
